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(57) Abstract: Operator interface provides identification 
of one or more operational functions, each at an opera- 
tional location, to an operator via an access device. The 
access device may have a wireless connectivity with the 
operational functions, and presents menus that are specific 
to the identified function. The access device optionally 
provides data, control functions, recipes, menus and so on 
to the operator. In this manner, an operator can exercise 
local control of the operational functions at different op- 
erational locations, thereby reducing lost time and energy 
transferring between the operational locations. 
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
